Central LRT 
station soon to 
be caffeinated 


Underground 
economy. Coffee and 
breakfast spot opening 
in September 


A local cafe is taking its busi¬ 
ness underground, with the 
planned opening of a new 
spot in the Central LRT sta¬ 
tion. 

The team behind the Elm 
Cafe plans to launch Burrow, 
a new cafe in the Central 
LRT station, in mid-Septem¬ 
ber. The plan is for the new 
spot on the concourse to of¬ 
fer breakfast and lunch fare 
along with much-needed 
morning coffee. 

Owner Nate Box said he 


believes both the LRT and 
that part of downtown both 
really need a cafe like this. 

“One of the reasons we 
wanted to be down there is 
that we see a need for great 
coffee and great food in the 
downtown core,” he said. 

Another reason is the po¬ 
tential — Box said with so 
many people coming by the 
location, there is an amazing 
opportunity. 

“We have got 20,000 
people that we can natur¬ 
ally glean from eveiy day,” 
he said. “If we glean one per 
cent of that we’re looking at 
200 customers, which already 
puts us past what Elm does in 
an average day.” 

The city first expressed in¬ 
terest in locating businesses 
in the LRT four years ago. Box 
said they put in a proposal 
then and while the delay was 
a little frustrating, the city is 


embracing the idea now and 
really supporting the local 
business. 

“This is kind of them put¬ 
ting their time and effort and 
money where their mouth 
is,” he said. 

Quinn Nicholson, a 
spokesman for Edmonton 
Transit, said the city always 
has an eye open for ways to 
improve the LRT experience. 

“The City of Edmonton 
is always exploring ways to 
promote economic develop¬ 
ment in its LRT stations while 
partnering with companies 
in offering new products and 
services to ETS customers,” 
he said in an email. 

Nicholson said there are 
several potential commercial 
sites on the new LRT line to 
NAIT expected to open later 
this year, but no decision has 
been made about how to use 
them.

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Graff. Foster 
parents stop 
sharing beds 
with babies 

The death of an infant in care 
has led to Alberta’s child advo¬ 
cate recommending that foster 
parents stop letting babies 
sleep with them. 

Del Graff made the sug¬ 
gestion Tuesday in a report 
into the death of an unnamed 
six-week-old girl in 2013. 

Her foster parents moved 
her from a crib into their bed 
in the middle of the night and 
she was found unresponsive 
the next morning. An autopsy 
could not determine a cause of 
death and police ruled there 
was no crime. 

Graff said the province pro¬ 
vides a two-day training course 
for foster parents that includes 
a section on safe sleeping prac¬ 
tices, along with the statement 
“do not share the bed.” 

The course was not manda- 
toiy but, starting this fall, a 
new version of it will be. 

Graff said that’s still not 
enough. 

“Foster parents are taking 
on the responsibility of provid¬ 
ing care to someone else’s 
child and the decision about 
bed-sharing should not be the 
foster parents’,” he wrote. 

His report outlines different 
expert opinions on bed¬ 
sharing, including one from 
the Public Health Agency of 
Canada that identifies it as a 
risk factor for suffocation and 
undetermined death in infants, 
such as sudden infant death 
syndrome, or SIDS. 

“There are conflicting 
theories about what is best 
for babies,” said Graff. “Some 
argue that ‘attachment 
parenting,’ which includes bed¬ 
sharing, is best, while public 
health agencies and medical 
professionals recommend that 
babies should sleep in a crib.

Calgary MLA wants back

A Calgary member of the 
legislature, who left the Tory 
caucus as a revolt roiled over 
former premier Alison Red- 
ford’s leadership, has asked to 
rejoin the government.

“I continue to have their 
trust and to receive a strong 
endorsement to rejoin the PC 
caucus as their MLA,” she said 
Tuesday in a statement. 

Kennedy-Glans said she 
and her constituents are 
encouraged by the commit¬ 
ments to change that have 
been made by each of the 
three leadership candidates.

Edmonton’s wildlife experts 
are asking residents to spare 
pesky critters the pellet gun 
when the animals come ven¬ 
turing onto their property. 

Kim Blomme of the Wild¬ 
life Rehabilitation Society 
of Edmonton said a number 
of animals, including white¬ 
tailed prairie hares, black¬ 
billed magpies and crows, 
have been brought into the 
centre with pellet wounds. 

In almost eveiy case, the 
animals had to be euthanized, 


Blomme said. 

“I think what happens is 
because all the wildlife are 
having babies, there is an 
increased perception that ... 
we’re being overrun by jack- 
rabbits, we’re being overrun 
with magpies and crows,” she 
explained. 

“I think that’s what it is — 
people start to take matters 
into their own hands.” 

Blomme said it’s typical for 
this time of year to see more 
animals. 


“Those populations do 
level themselves out again 
over the course of the winter. 
We’re not being overrun by 
these animals,” she said. 

She added that there are 
more humane ways to keep 
wildlife out of people’s yards. 

“We share the urban land¬ 
scape with these animals, and 
we need to be aware there are 
going to be times when their 
numbers are up and when 
their numbers are down.”

Reclaim use small parcels 
of lands, in some cases just 
backyards, to grow vegetables 
and greens, which they sell to 
local restaurants.

Mason said owners also 
get a boost in the look of their 
properties through the deal. 


He said at the St. John’s Insti¬ 
tute, which is letting them use 
a vacant patch of land, neigh¬ 
bours are constantly noticing 
the difference. 

“Eveiyone that walks by 
when we are there comments 
that they love what we are do¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Chef Eric Amyotte, at Cafe 
Bicyclette, said he loves the 
vegetables Reclaim sells to his 
kitchen and because his restau¬ 
rant is smaller, he can rotate 
the menu easily to accommo¬ 
date the changing selection.

Judge rules proper 
changes alreai y made 


A judge in a fatality inquiry 
says police in Edmonton 
have made sufficient policy 
changes for chasing vehicles 
equipped with GPS tracking 
devices.

Calgary police head

A Newfoimdland man con¬ 
victed of drowning his twin 
daughters after a so-called Mr. 
Big sting by the RCMP will not 
face a new trial after the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada ruled 
what he told police officers is 
inadmissible. 

Hart, now 45, was to be re¬ 
leased to an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion after nine years behind 
bars. The Crown said it couldn’t 
retry him for murder in the 
deaths of his three-year-old 
daughters, Karen and Krista, 
who wound up in the water 
near a boat launch called Little 
Harbour on Aug. 4, 2002. 

Lawyers for Hart say there is 
no evidence of a crime without 


the confession given during an 
elaborate police sting. 

Hart’s conviction in 2007 by 
a juiy in the drowning deaths 
of his three-year-old twin 
daughters at Gander Lake was 
initially overturned on appeal 
in 2012. The Supreme Court of 
Canada upheld that decision last 
week, ruling a confession Hart 
gave to police posing as mobsters 
cannot be used against him. 

Hart has maintained that 
the deaths of his daughters, 
Karen and Krista, were acci¬ 
dental but changed his stoiy 
about what happened. 

RCMP launched the Mr. 
Big sting in Februaiy 2005 and 
spent about $413,000 over four 
months while officers posing as 
gangsters recruited Hart to join 
their crime network. Lawyers 
for Hart at his appeal stressed 
that he had a Grade 5 educa¬ 
tion, was on social assistance 
and was easily led. They said 
that he was especially vulner¬ 
able to the Mr. Big tactic used

A frantic search for two young 
girls who were missing for 
about 17 hours at a camp¬ 
ground near Calabogie, Ont., 
ended in smiles, as the nine- 
and 11-year-old girls were res¬ 
cued in dramatic fashion Tues¬ 
day afternoon by the OPP. 

The girls spent a night alone 
in the woods after wandering 
too far during a game of man¬ 
hunt, making for a “horren¬ 
dous” night for family back at 
the campsite. 

Nine-year-old Elya Munro 
and her 11-year-old cousin Em¬ 
ber Greatrix were rescued after 
an intense 16-hour search that 
involved about 30 officers in 
a helicopter, ATVs, boats and 
on foot. It was a voice call that 
eventually found the lost girls 
about two kilometres in thick 
bush. Paramedics delivered the 
girls back to family in an ATV 
for a reunion that had parents 
and grandparents in tears. 

“We are so relieved,” said 
Elya’s grandmother Helene 
Ripley, fighting back tears just 
minutes after the girls were re-

turned. She said the girls slept 
under a tree overnight and El¬ 
ya’s parents began ciying when 
they saw OPP drive up with 
them on their ATV.

Paramedics became con¬ 
cerned that the girls were 
suffering from hypothermia 
and dehydration, especially 
since a thunderstorm ripped 
through the area overnight. But 
the girls were found with only 
minor scratches and bumps.

Muslim resigns from 
U.K. government 
over polices on Gaza 

The U.K.’s first female Muslim 
cabinet member resigned 
Tuesday in protest of the Brit¬ 
ish government’s policies on 
Gaza, describing the approach 
as “morally indefensible” and 
detrimental to the national 
interest. 

Sayeeda Warsi, a Foreign 


Office minister of Pakistani 
descent, announced her 
departure on her Twitter feed. 
The move apparently took 
Downing Street off-guard, 
and loaded more pressure on 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron, who is under fire by the 
opposition and members of 
his own party for his staunch 
support of Israel. 

“My view has been that our 
policy in relation to the Middle 
East peace process generally, 
but more recently our ap¬ 
proach and language during 


the current crisis in Gaza, is 
morally indefensible, is not 
in Britain’s national interest 
and will have a long-term 
detrimental impact on our 
reputation internationally and 
domestically,” Warsi said. 

Britain supports a two-state 
solution. In his response letter 
to Warsi, released by Down¬ 
ing Street, Cameron said the 
country has “consistently 
made clear our grave concerns 
about the heavy toll of civilian 
casualties and have called on 
Israel to exercise restraint, and 


to find ways to bring this fight¬ 
ing to an end.” 

Warsi’s departure robs 
Cameron of one of the most 
visible Conservative Party 
women in power. She was 
often seen at Cameron’s side 
and was a poster girl of sorts 
— an example of the party’s 
efforts to embrace cultural 
diversity.

Airlines keep eye 
on Ebola outbreak 



Precautions. What are 
carriers doing to ease 
flyers’ concerns? 


As the Ebola outbreak in 
West Africa grows, airlines 
around the globe are closely 
monitoring the situation 
but have yet to make any 
drastic changes. Here are 
some key questions about 
Ebola and what airlines are 
doing to contain it. 

Q: Why are airlines so 
concerned? 

A: Airlines quickly take pas¬ 
sengers from one part of the 
globe to another. With some 
germs, one sick passenger 
on a plane could theoretic¬ 
ally infect hundreds of 
people who are connecting 
to flights to dozens of other 
countries. Health and airline 
officials note, however, that 
Ebola spreads only through 
direct contact. Outbreaks 
of diseases that can spread 
through the air, such as the 
flu and severe acute res¬ 
piratory syndrome (SARS), 
are more problematic for 
airlines. 

Q: Should people travel to 
West Africa? 

A: The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
on Thursday warned Amer¬ 
icans to avoid nonessential 


travel to the West African 
nations of Guinea, Liberia 
and Sierra Leone. 

Q: Is Ebola deadly? 

A: Very much so. If con¬ 
tracted, there is no vaccine 
and no specific treatment. 
The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion estimated Monday that 


there have been 887 deaths 
from the current Ebola 
outbreak. That translates to 
a fatality rate of about 60 
per cent. 

Q: How is Ebola transmit¬ 
ted? 

A: The virus spreads only 
through direct contact with 


the blood or fluids of an 
infected person, according 
to the CDC. It can also be 
spread through objects, 
such as needles, that have 
been contaminated with 
infected fluids. No airborne 
transmission has been docu¬ 
mented. 

Q: Are passengers leaving 
Africa being screened? 

A: Since the outbreak 
erupted, the CDC has sent 
approximately two dozen 
staffers in West Africa to 
help try to track cases, set 
up emergency response 
operations and provide 
other help to control the 
outbreak. Last week, CDC 
officials said the agency 
will send 50 more in the 
next month. CDC workers 
in Africa also are helping 
to screen passengers at 
airports, according to CDC 
director Dr. Tom Frieden. 

Q: Has the airline industry 
dealt with any outbreaks in 
the past? 

A: In 2003, there was a 
global outbreak of SARS. 
During the 2003 outbreak, 
8,098 people worldwide be¬ 
came sick with SARS; 774 of 
those died. Airports started 
screening incoming passen¬ 
gers for fever. The disease 
was devastating for airlines 
because fearful passengers 
stayed home.

Experimental drug 


Canada's 
contribution 
to fighting 
Ebola virus 

Canadian research is at the 
heart of an experimental 
Ebola therapy recently given 
to two American aid workers 
infected while caring for 
patients in Liberia. 

The unlicensed drug, 
called ZMapp, is made of 
three monoclonal antibodies, 
disease-fighting proteins that 
target a specific part of an 
invading pathogen, in this 
case the Ebola Zaire virus — 
the specific strain of Ebola 
responsible for this outbreak. 


Two of the monoclonal 
antibodies are the product 
of years of research done at 
the Public Health Agency of 
Canada’s National Microbiol¬ 
ogy Laboratoiy in Winnipeg, 
the agency said. 

The third was developed 
at the U.S. Army Medical Re¬ 
search Institute of Infectious 
Diseases (USAMRIID). 

The former head of the 
Winnipeg-based laboratoiy 
said he was delighted to 
hear the Canadian-designed 
antibodies had been used in 
this way. 

“This is really gratifying 
to see the work come to frui¬ 
tion,” said Dr. Frank Plum¬ 
mer, who stepped down as 
scientific director in March. 
“It’s a big achievement after 
years and years of veiy hard

About 10,000 troops used 
pickaxes and baclchoes to 
clear roads and dig residents 
from collapsed homes Tues¬ 
day after an earthquake in 
southwest China that killed 
410 people. Groups of volun¬ 
teers used their bare hands to 
push rocks over a cliff. 

Hundreds of volunteers 
have converged on the 
nearby city of Zhaotong en 
route to the quake-hit areas. 
The quake struck an area of 
steep hills and narrow roads 
not suited to all the traffic of 
the massive relief effort, and 
heavy rain Tuesday added to 
the complications.

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Detained Canadian couple could not 
have stolen Chinese state secrets: Son

A Canadian couple detained in 
China on suspicion of stealing 
state secrets about the coun- 
tiy’s militaiy spent their days 
running a coffee shop and have 
never been in a position to gain 
access to classified government 
information, their son said 
Tuesday 

Kevin Garratt, 54, and Julia 
Dawn Garratt, 53, who have 
lived and worked in China for 
the past 30 years, were out for 
dinner with friends in the city 
of Dandong, near the border 
with North Korea, when they 
were detained Monday night. 

“As of right now my parents 
are being held in an undis¬ 


closed location. I have heard 
that they’re safe but they’re 
just a bit confused. They actual¬ 
ly have no idea what’s going 
on,” Simeon Garratt told The 
Canadian Press in an interview 


from Vancouver. 

The 27-year-old said his 
younger brother, who lives 
in Dandong, was told of his 
parents’ detention by Chinese 
authorities and instructed to 


bring spare clothes and toilet¬ 
ries for them on Tuesday, but 
wasn’t allowed to speak with 
the couple. 

“He was brought in for ques¬ 
tioning and that was relayed 


to him. He didn’t get to talk to 
them. (Officials) said, ‘Maybe 
later,”’ Garratt said, adding that 
the allegations against his par¬ 
ents weren’t explained to the 
family. 

China’s official Xinhua 
News Agency has reported that 
the couple are being investigat¬ 
ed by the state security bureau 
on suspicion of stealing state 
secrets about the country’s 
militaiy and national defence 
research. 

The accusations come just 
a few days after the Canadian 
government blamed Chinese 
hackers for infiltrating comput¬ 
ers at the National Research 
Council of Canada, something 
Beijing has vehemently denied. 

The fresh allegations in 
China have led to much bew¬ 
ilderment among the couple’s 
children. 

“At this point it just seems 
like my parents are getting 
caught up in something that’s 
a whole lot bigger than them,” 
said Garratt, who grew up in 
China, the Canadian press

A spokesman for the 
Department of Foreign 
Affairs said Canadian of¬ 
ficials are in contact with 
local Chinese authorities 
and are providing as¬ 
sistance to the detained 
couple.

Whatever the reason, Can¬ 
ada suits Blatter just fine. So 
fine in fact that Blatter didn’t 
have to be asked about a pos¬ 
sible World Cup in Canada — 
he brought it up on his own. 

“Let’s go to see if you can 
bring the famous FIFA’s World 
Cup we just played in Brazil to 
your country,” he said Monday. 

That’s good news for 
Canadian soccer as it hosts the 
Under-20 Women’s World Cup 
in Toronto, Montreal, Edmon¬ 
ton and Moncton, N.B.

Canadians love compact 
SUVs, so automakers are con¬ 
tinually improving their en¬ 
tries in this highly competi¬ 
tive segment. 

Toyota completely re¬ 
designed its RAV4 for 2013. 
The 2014 version undergoes 
minor trim changes, includ¬ 
ing a standard navigation 
system on the top-line Lim¬ 
ited. 

My tester was the base 
LE with front-wheel drive, 
which starts at $23,870, 


along with a $1,500 Upgrade 
Package that added such 
features as heated seats, 
backup camera, cargo cover, 
silver roof rails, and audio 
display screen. 

An all-wheel-drive system 
is optional on the LE and 
mid-range XLE trim line, 
and is the only choice on the 
top-line Limited. The AWD 
primarily runs the front 
wheels in normal driving, 
but will send power to the 
rear wheels when needed in 
slippery conditions. 

Although the previous- 
generation RAV4 could be 
ordered with a V6, all mod¬ 
els now use a 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder that makes 176 
horsepower, and is mated to 
a six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. You won’t miss the 
V6; the four-cylinder does 
an excellent job, even when 
I had the vehicle fully load¬ 


ed with passengers and lug¬ 
gage en route to the airport. 

The steering is a little too 
light for my liking, but that 
also translates into an easy 
trip around tight spots and 
into parking spaces. The 
ride is firm without being 


harsh but, overall, the RAV4 
is very noisy, both from the 
tires and the engine, which 
can drone at certain speeds. 

The spare tire used to 
be stored outside on the 
swing-out rear gate, but 
now that it’s been moved

inside under the cargo floor, 
the RAV4 gets a top-hinged 
liftgate, which I find more 
convenient. 

The interior looks fabu¬ 
lous, including a stitched 
dash and steering wheel, 
easy-to-use controls, and 
considerable small-item 
storage for driver and pas¬ 
senger. 

The rear seats can be a lit¬ 
tle tight for tall passengers 

— this is a compact, after all 

— but those back chairs eas¬ 
ily fold flat for extra cargo 
space. 

All in all, this latest-gen¬ 
eration RAV4 is a consider¬ 
able improvement over the 
old one, and a worthy con¬ 
tender in the small-utility 
segment.

Regrets, I’ve had a few. By a 
few, I mean a few hundred. 

The ones I’m prepared to 
speak about publicly mostly 
revolve around sports cars I 
should have bought, when 
they were just “used cars” 
and 25 years away from be¬ 
coming the $ 1-million-plus 
classics they are today. 

I guess we’re always not 
doing things today that would 
make our futures better. 
Sometimes it comes down to 
the future being so cloudy, or 
taking such crazy turns, that 
you really have no chance of 
making the right decisions. 



Other times, we can see 
the future clearly enough, 
but don’t act accordingly. 
This latter type of misfire is 
what Paul Godsmarlc figures 
is happening right now in 
our society, as we head into 
a future where vehicles are 
self-driven and are able talk 
to each other and stay out of 
each other’s way. 

Godsmarlc trained in Eng¬ 
land as a civil engineer; he 


currently lives in Edmonton, 
and works as a transportation 
specialist. He is a member 
of the Autonomous Vehicle 
Task Force at ITS Canada, 
and co-founded the Canadian 
Automated Vehicles Centre of 
Excellence (CAVCOE), a non¬ 
profit organization devoted 
to researching and advocat¬ 
ing for automated vehicles. 
If there are others in Canada 
with more insight into the 


economic and social implica¬ 
tions of a driverless future 
than Godsmarlc, we’re not 
aware of them. He believes 
that future is coming faster 
than people think. 

“The technology is not just 
accelerating, the acceleration 
is accelerating,” he says. He 
predicts there will be some 
driverless transportation in 
Canada by 2020, or sooner. 

That’s only six years away, 


so any decisions governments 
and businesses are making to¬ 
day about long-term projects 
had better be based on this 
new self-driving paradigm. 
Of course, they’re not. That’s 
why Godsmarlc is frustrated. 

“This will be a huge dis¬ 
ruption. There are so many 
things we could be doing.” 

He says one of the main 
things we should be doing is 
due diligence on all transit 


plans, especially super-expen¬ 
sive ones, like LRTs and sub¬ 
ways. We may not need them. 

Godsmarlc also wonders 
about businesses that con¬ 
tinue to invest long-term in 
the current paradigm, where 
large numbers of people need 
to buy and maintain their own 
vehicles. If cars can be pro¬ 
grammed to show up when 
you need them, and drive off 
to someone else when you 
don’t, we won’t need nearly 
as many vehicles. 

CAVCOE is proposing 
some kind of new federal 
group to lead regulatoiy mat¬ 
ters for driverless vehicles, 
because such a future will 
impact all levels of Canadian 
society — not just the trans¬ 
portation space. Godsmarlc 
notes that health costs, tax 
revenues, jobs, municipal 
land, and natural resources 
are just a few of the areas that 
will drastically change under 
the driverless paradigm. 

“We want to get the mes¬ 
sage out that we’re all stake¬ 
holders, every single one of 
us,” he says. “We all need 
to be aware of the potential 
changes.”
